In exercise of the powers conferred by section ""j of the M'jor Port Tru U- Act, 1963 (38 of 19 g 3) the Cochin Port Trust 
hcre’oy makes the following regakdions to amend the C'-,>chin Port .Employees'(Classirlcation control and Appeal) Regulations, 1964, 
further to make the following Regulations namely :— 

1. (1) Tiic e E.egj!aiions nidy bo called the Cdch'u I’oir l-.sapmyccs' (Classification, Control and Appeal) Amendment Re¬ 
gulations, 1986. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date on which the Central Government’s approval thereto is published in the Gazette 
of India. 
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2. In the Cochin Port Employees’ (Classiflcation, Control and Appeal) Regulations, 1964. * 

(i) for clause (c) of Regulation 2, the following clause shall bo substituted, namely ;— 

"(C) “Board”, Chairman, ‘Deputy Chairman’ and ‘Head of Department’ have the meanings assigned to them in the Act.” 

(ii) for the existing schedule dcllncd in clause <f) of Regulation 2, the Schedule attahed to these Regulations shall besubstitu* 
ted. 

Oil) In the said Regulations in Regulation 3, 

(i) The word "and” occurring after clause (b) of sub-regulation (1) shall be deleted. 

O'l) Clause (c) of sub-regulation (1) shall be deleted. 

Civ) Sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 19, including the proviso, shall be substituted by the following namely ;— 

“(2) Any employee of the Board aggrieved by an order Involving his reduction in r-unk. removal or dismissal may, within the time 
mentioned in regulation 21 and in the manner laid down in regulation 22, prefer an appeal. 

(a) to the Central Government, where such order Is passed by the Chairman. 

(b) to the Chairman, where such order is passed by the Deputy Chairman. 

(c) to the Dy. Chairman, where such order is passed by the appointing authority. 


Provided that where the person who has pa;-ed the order become', by virtue of hh sub'ciiient appointment as the Chair¬ 
man, the appellate authority in respect of the appe .l again t the order, such person shall forward the ?ppc;d to the Centra] Government 
and the Central Government in relation to that appeal shall be deemed to be the appeilaic auiheriiy for the purposes of this regula¬ 
tions. 


Provided further that where the person who ha-- par'ed the order become', by virtue of hi'-subsequent appointment as the 
Deputy Chairman, the appollam authority in remect of the aopco] p r-|.:ri t the order, such person shall forward the appeal to the 
Chairman and the Chairman in relation to that appeal .shall be dcc.med to he the appellate authony for the purposes of thi.s regu¬ 
lation”. 

’(v) " In the mid rcjulations, in regulation 29, after sub-re,!jla;ioa 2, the followiiij ‘cub-reg jiation shall be added namely:_ 

(3) The di’ciplinary action initiated under the or or!-.ion ^ of the “R ile'for the rej ilatioi orthcconlition ■ of employment of tho 
Industrial Sfoff of Cochin Port” and pending on the date of P,.h!ica'ion of ihe approv.ol of the Cenral Government 
to the Cochin Port Employcos’ (C.C.A.) Amendreent ReiT.ilation', )9K6 in the Gazelle of india, shall be continued on the 
basis of the said rules.
